



Peres to meet with Moda’i 
to ensure funds for hospitals

Prime Minister Peres is to meet 
this morning with Finance Minister 
Moda'i to discuss the renewal of 
funds to the government hospitals. 

' Peres agreed to intervene in the 
crisis Iasi night when Health Minis- 
ter Mordechai Gur called on him in 
his Jerusalem home, after a series of 
emergency meetings with his offi- 
cials at the Health Ministry. 

' The crisis at the country's govern- 
ment hospitals intensified earlier, 
when the Treasury again failed to 
transfer to the Health Ministry funds 
expected by the first of the month. 

Suppliers throughout the countiy. 
hearing that the funds had not been 
received and that the four-minister 
committee responsible for budget 
cuts had decided on a further S20 
million slash in the health budget, 
notified the hospitals that no more 
credit would be forthcoming. Gur 
said on Tuesday that Jhe hospitals 
owe the suppliers some IS3.7 billionl 


Yesterday evening Gur met with 
Jerusalem hospital administrators, 
and today he is to visit Hillel Yoffe 
Hospital in Sha'ar Menashe, 
Holon’s Wolfson Hospital and 
Haifa's Ram bam Hospital. 

At the Givat Shaul psychiatric 
facility in Jerusalem. Dr. Yair Barel, 
district psychiatrist and hospital 
administrator, told The Jerusalem 
Post that the capital's Shaare Zedek 
Hospital has notified him that his 
patients requiring medical treatment 
or hospitalization will be treated 
only on a cash basis. Barel says the 
facility owes Shaare Zedek several 
million shekels for medical care and 
hospitalization of its patients. 

Bare! also said that the Tnuva 
cooperative has given him until the 
end of the week to settle his account 
of several million shekels, or no 
more milk products will be deli- 
vered.

Lebanese soften stance 
on eve of renewed talks

Prospects for progress at the 
Nakoura disengagement talks seem 
to have brightened marginally this 
week, with reports from Lebanon 
that Presidenr Amin Jemayel has 
now indicated assent to Unifil’s de- 
ployment op to the Awali river line, 
as Israel has consistently demanded. 

Israeli sources said last night that 
Lebanese Prime Minister Rashid 
Karame also seems ro have reconsi- 
dered his earlier blanket rejection of 
any extension of Unifil's deploy- 
ment. 

The Nakoura talks, recessed since 
December 20, are due to resume 
next Mondav. 


Israel warned after the recess last 
month that it would leave the talks if 
Lebanon remained obdurate in its 
rejection of an effective Unifil de- 
ployment in the area to be evacuated 
by the Israel Defence forces. Israeli 
policymakers believe this tough 
stance has indeed resulted in some 
rethinking, both in Beirut and in 
Damascus. 

It has also spurred some vigorous 
diplomatic efforts by the UN secre- 
tariat. The organization’s senior 
Middle East aide, Jean-Claude 
Aimee, is due in Beirut today for the 
start of some intensive “shuttling" to 
further the Nakoura talks. UN 
undersecretary-general Brian Ur-

First step to redeploy 
Lebanese army in south

1 Lebanon yesterday took the first 
tentative step in a plan to have 1,200 
Lebanese Army troops deployed in 
the south of the country by the time 
the Nakoura talks resume on Mon- 
day. 

A police statement issued in 
Beirut said 12 senior police officers 
undertook a survey of the noman's 
land bemrenrival Druse and Christ- 
11 ian militia* along the coastal high- 
I way linking the' capital with the 
1 . south.

Prime Minister Rashid Karameh,

the army would deploy some 1.200 
men along the 40-kilometre road by 
Monday. 

Lebanon has been eager to have 
its army in place along the Awali by 
the time the Nakoura talks resume, 
under Israel’s threat to discontinue 
negotiations unless Lebanon shows 
greater flexibility. 

The Israeli ultimatum sent 
Lebanese President Amin Jemayel 
hurrying to Damascus last week for 
an urgent summit with his patron. 
President Hafez Assad. 

Little is known of what transpired 
at that summit, but it would seem 
that some progress was made to- 
wards implementing the plan to de- 
ploy the Lebanese Army along the 
coastal road. 

The plan, worked out by the Sy- 
rians more than six weeks ago, has 
foundered so far on the opposition of 
Druse leader Watid Jumblatt.

The national debate on the bank-shares collapse report took a 
clear political turn yesterday with Likud members of the Knesser 
State Control Committee blocking an Alignment move to im- 
mediately establish a state judicial inquiry into responsibility for the 
affair. The Likud argued for a delay until after the weekend in the 
hope that some of the principals involved - notably Bank of Israel 
Governor Moshe Mandelbaum and the heads ofthe banks con- 
cerned - will resign by then. 

One major issue of contention is the extent to- which the 
responsibility of then finance minister Yoram Aridor. still a major 
figure in Herur, will be examined. The terms of reference of the 
inquiry body will probably determine this, and this is one of the

reasons for the struggle between the legislature and the executive as 
to which body should set up the commission.

said they have enough fuel for only 
two or three days and that they 
cannot get more.

Peres seeks 
meeting with 
Orthodox on 
who-is-a-Jew

Prime Minister Peres last night 
wrote to the religious parties spon- 
soring an amendment to the Law of 
Return which stipulates that all con- 
versions must be according to 
Halacha^ Jewish Religious Law. that 
they have to coordinate the. date and 
the form of the proposed legislation 
with him and with Vice Premier 
Shamir. 

Peres suggested that the 11 MKs 
of the religious parties meet him and 
Shamir within a few days to work out 
an accepted procedure. 

He warned the religious parties 
that if they proceed on their own and 
without full consultation, he would 
ensure that the only voces they got in 
the Knesset would be their own. 

Peres's purpose is to stall the reli- 
gious parties for at least two weeks 
until it becomes clear how many 
MKs would support the draft legisla- 
tion and how many voce against it. 

The prime minister also hopes to 
■widen an existing rift between Shas 
and Agudat Yisrael on the one hand, 
and the National Religious Party and 
allies on the other. 

The National Religious Party, 
backed by Gershon Shafat of Tehiya 
and Benny Shalita of the Likud, 
favours a formula specifying simply 
"halachic conversion.” But Shas and 
Aguda would also add a phrase 
saying that the Rabbinical courts 
would always have the last word in 
ruling whether the conversion was 
halachic or not. 

Peres hopes to play on the latent 
antagonism between the non-Zionist 
Orthodox and the Zionist Orthodox 
communities. 

Whatever happens, the amend- 
ment to the Law of Return is unlike- 
ly to come before the Knesset until 
the end of the month.

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
is examining material provided by 
the securities authority rhat he said 
may indicate senior political and 
financial personalities exploited in- 
side information to sell their bank 
shares on the eve of the October 
1985 collapse. 

Zamir yesterday told The Jeru- 
salem Post that he is “engaged in an 
examination of the material." He 
said that he expects to be able soon 
to determine “if there is any basis for 
further investigation." 

He emphasized that at the present 
stage the material he had received is 
“positive information" but "less 
than grounds for suspicion." 

“I will only know if there are 
grounds for further investigation 
once I complete the examination." 
he said. 

He said that he had started his 
examination of the material some- 
time after the bank-shares collapse, 
following allegations in the Knesset 
that senior figures in the government 
and the banks had used information 
in their hands to sell shares prior to 
the crisis. 

Zamir yesterday told the Knesset 
State Control Committee that dur- 
ing the last few months he had in- 
vestigated hundreds of persons to 
determine whether the commercial 
banks had committed criminal off- 
ences when regulating their share 
prices. 

Zamir said that he had sent a letter 
to State Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik 
expressing his support of the crea- 


tion of a commission of inquiry on 
the shares crisis- 

Zamir added that the comptrol- 
ler’s report had drawn only a "partial 
picture” and the commission of in- 
quiry should shed light on the activi- 
ties of the commercial banks and 
other bodies. 

The attorney-general indicated 
that in reaching his conclusions ab- 
out the possibility of criminal off- 
ences committed bv the commercial 
banks, he would take into considera- 
tion the inquiry findings. He added 
that further examination of the 
banks' activities would be influenced 
by the creation of the commission of 
inquiry. 

Zamir and Tunik clashed during 
the Knesset State Control Commit- 
tee meeting after the attorney- 
general indicated that he favoured 
the creation of the inquiry commis- 
sion by the government. Tunik told 
Zamir that the government could 
not appoint the commission of in- 
quiry since it would itself be the 
object of inquiry. 

The comptroller added that he 
had presented the committee with 
his report and he expected it. and not 
the government, to set up the com- 
mission of inquiry and to define its 
terms of reference. He said that the 
committee should not even consult 
with the government on the matter 
and should decide by itself to create 
the commission. 

MK David Libai (Labour) said 
after the meeting that in his opinion 
the committee should set up the in- 
quiry commission. He also rejected

Histadrut would accept 
‘revision of subsidies’

TEL AVIV. - Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar yesterday 
opened the way for increases in the 
prices of petrol and other subsidized 
items before the end of the economic 
package deal early next month. 

Addressing members of the Heiz- 
liya Labour Council, Kessar said 
that the Histadrut would be pre- 
pared to accept “the revision of 
certain distortions" in the subsidies 
on petrol and basic items before the 
end of the package deal. 

But he stressed that the Histadrut 
would give its agreement to the revi- 
sion. only in the context of a compre- 
hensive follow-up to the package 
deal. The National Economic Coun- 
cil. grouping the government, the 
Histadrut and the manufacturers, is 
ro meet at the Prime Minister's 
Office in Jerusalem this morning to 
begin the negotiations for a follow- 
up agreement. 

A spokesman for the Manufac- 
tures Association told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that it is vital that a 
second package deal be agreed upon 
as soon as possible to avert a collapse 
of the delicate structure of the pack- 
age deal. 


The manufacturers will demand a 
revision of the price freeze since they 
say that they are unable to continue 
with the freeze beyond February 1. 
They also want the government to 
implement the promised budget 
cuts. The government had promised 
to cut its spending during the pack- 
age deal period, but in die view of 
the association the ministers have 
issued only a series of declarations. 

“We cannot enter into a second 
package deal with the feeling that 
the government’s promises will al- 
ways remain promises and nothing 
more than that,** said the spokes- 
man. 

The spokesman added that manu- 
facturers’ demands for higher prices 
after February 1 would not be uni- 
form. “It will depend on the pro- 
duct." he explained. "Such factors 
as each product's raw material com- 
ponent and labour cost component 
will be taken into account as we put 
forward our reasons for asking high- 
er prices for our products." 

One merchants’ association said 
yesterday it would join a new pack- 
age deal only if the government 
cancels the curbs on the 55 items

Five IDF troops wounded in attacks

METLJLLA. - Five Israel Defence 
Forces soldiers were wounded in 
attacks in South Lebanon yesterday 
and Tuesday. 

A bomb was detonated yesterday 
afternoon near Kafr Shabriha. 
northeast of Tyre as an IDF patrol 
passed, and the patrol came under 
light arms fire. Four soldiers were 
hurt, two of them with moderate 


wounds, and were evacuared to 
Haifa’s Rambam Hospital by heli- 
copter. 

The fifth soldier was lightly 
wounded when his armoured per- 
sonnel carrier hit a mine near Lala, 
southwest of Jib Jenin on Tuesday 
night. 

A bomb also exploded as an IDF 
convoy rolled by north of Sarafand 
yesterday morning but no one was 
hurt in that incident. 



Too many hotels, too few tourists in Jerusalem

Jerusalem’s many large new hotels are likely to 
become white elephants with plenty of marble in 
the lobby and no tourists in the rooms upstairs 
unless something happens soon to improve their 
dropping occupancy rate. 

This worries the City fathers because tourism is 
one of the major employers in town and also 
brines in hard cash, unlike the majority of the 
city's jobs in government and public services. 

The hoteliers are also worried. According to a 
survey prepared by Avraham Casouto, chairman 
of the' Jerusalem Hoteliers Association, there are 
now 7,365 hotel rooms in Jerusalem, with an 


occupancy rate last year of 43 per cent - far below 
the level needed for hotels to break even. 

And just around the comer there are another 
2,000 hotel rooms under construction, due to be 
completed within a year or two. The numbers of 
tourists arriving in Israel and Jerusalem every year 
is increasing. The problem is that it is increasing at 
a far lower rate than the optimistic forecasts made 
10 years ago by the Tourism Ministry. 

The ministry, in a master plan published in 
1975. predicted a total of 1.7 million tourists 
arriving in Israel in 19S5. In 1984, 1.25 million 
tourists arrived, an increase of 7-8 per cent over 
the previous year. With no cheap charter flights to 
Israel it would be optimistic to forecast a similar 
growth for this year. But even if the trend persists. 


Jerusalem hotels and the whole tourism industry 
are in deep trouble. 

The extra 2.000 hotel rooms now under con- 
struction were built after the tourism master plan 
gave the go-ahead to the States Land Administra- 
tion to get rid of valuable real estate for a good 
price. The prices were good because local author- 
ities traditionally give hotels permission to build 
with high building ratios - the relationship be- 
tween total floor space and the size of the plot. 
And the ministry itself was only too happy to give 
permission to construct hotels according to its 
master plan. 

It was the Jerusalem municipality that actually 
gave planning permission to build those extra

(Labour) ended the meeting without 


calling for a vote on the Labour- 
Mapam proposal, since the inevit- 
able tie would have meant defeat for 
the motion. 

One of the Herui committee 
members. Uzi Landau, said that he 
expected the heads of the commer- 
cial banks and the Bank of Israel 
Governor Moshe Mandelbaum to 
resign by Monday. If they do not. 
rhen he would support the creation 
of the commission of inquiry. 

Landau declined to state if he 
would support the creation of a body 
to determine the personal culpability 
for the situation leading to the bank- 
share collapse. 

According to some committee 
members, the Likud’s behaviour, 
especially that of the Herut commit- 
tee members, can be explayied by 
their desire to protect former finance

Leumi concurs on need 
for full state inquiry

TEL AVIV. - Bank Leumi yester- 
day officially said it would welcome a 
full inquiry into the bank-share crash 
and said it would assist such an 
inquiry to the best of its ability. It 
was the first bank to react officially 
to the State Comptroller's bank- 
share collapse report. 

But Bank Leumi chairman Emesi 
Japhet apparently has no intention 
of bowing to public pressure to res- 
ign. This impression, gleaned from 
an official bank announcement, was 
explicitly confirmed last night by 


senior Bank Leumi officials to The 
Jerusalem Post. 

The text of the original announce- 
ment reads: “The board of directors 
of Bank Leumi held a special meet- 
ing yesterday to discuss the State 
Comptroller s report on the bank 
shares. The discussion was not com- 
pleted and will continue. 

“The board welcomed the State 
Comptroller's recommendations to 
hold a broad inquiry on the issue. It 
is crucial that the’ commission of 
inquiry, if it is established, should 
deal with all the factors and complex

Bourse chairman insists 
he opposed share regulation

TEL AVIV. - Stock Exchange 
Chairman Meir Heth yesterday fired 
his first salvo against the criticism of 
the exchange levelled in the State 
Comptroller's Report on the bank 
shares crisis. 

Quoting his own statements and 
articles from January I9S2. Heth 
attempted to illustrate his public 
stand against the bank shares regula- 
tion svstem that collapsed in Octo- 
ber 1983. 

Heth's remarks, offered ai a press 
conference, followed his overview of 
the trends in the share and bond 
markets during the outgoing year 
and his description of the adminis- 
trative and technical changes taken 
by the exchange administration in 
1984 and planned for 19S5. 

"The Stock Exchange will gladly 
cooperate with any external inves- 
tigation process and will continue to 
work with its own means to improve 
the functioning of the Israeli stock 
market." the exchange chairman 
added. 


Heth quoted from the traditional 
year’s end review he gave three years 
ago assessing market activity in 
1981. This speech contained one of 
the clearest and most damning 
assessments of the regulations sys- 
tem used by the banks to artificially 
manipulate share prices and quickly 
earned him the - wrath of important 
figures in the economic community. 
An editorial in Ha'aretz soon after 
noted that his criticism of the regula- 
tory system was quite out of place.

The bills proposed by Kahane pro- 
vide for the release of Jewish defen- 
dants accused of “nationalist” 
crimes; the prohibition of sexual 
relations between Jews and Arabs; 
and a population exchange of Jews 
and Arabs.

Education cuts could put 
TA children on streets

TEL AVIV. - Children in Tel Aviv's 
poor neighbourhoods may soon be 
out on the streets during some of the 
hours when they should be in school 
because “enrichment hours” pro- 
vided by the municipality will be 
discontinued as of February ]. 

City officials said budgetary diffi- 
culties , prevent them "from con- 
tinuing the enrichment projects, 
which include tutoring in maths and 
English, creative arts and the long 
school day. 

In some schools. Feldman ex- 
plained. the enrichment hours are ail 
concentrated in one day and the 
children will be on the streets for that 
day. without activity or supervision, 
if a solution is not found. 


No increase in funds 
for universities

get the same amount of government 
funds for the coming two trimesters 
as they got for the first three months 
of the academic year, the four- 
minister committee dealing with 
budget cuts decided yesterday. The 
universities maintain that govern- 
ment funding is inadequate, and 
they are already planning cutbacks 
in view’ of anticipated cuts next year. 
Hardest hit. they say. will be those 
research projects and post-graduate 
studies. 


Lebanese doctors 


at Marjayoun hospital

MARJAYOUN. - A group of 
Lebanese doctors has arrived here 
from the Syrian-controlled pan of 
the Bekaa Valley to work in the local 
hospital.

Marjayoun Hos- 
pital is one of the largest and best- 
equipped in South Lebanon.

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Hebron family petitions 
to rebuild its house

A Hebron family whose home was 
demolished following the 1980 ter- 
rorist attack at Beit Hadassah' has 
petitioned the High Court of Justice 
to force the military government to 
allow them to rebuild on the site. 

Mohammed. Idris and Adnan 
Hirbawi, whose ancestors allegedly 
saved Jews during the 1929 Hebron 
pogrom claim that the order to con- 
fiscate and destroy their building 
opposite Beit Haddassah was issued 
without due consideration. They 
also claim they were denied any 
opportunity to contest the decision. 

Since then, their requests for per- 
mission to rebuild have been evaded 
by the military authorities, they 
claim. 

Their petition is directed at the 
defence minister, the Judea and 
Samaria military commander and 
the military governor of Hebron. 

After six Jewish settlers were gun- 
ned down in the attack, the former 
military commander of the West 
Bank Tat Aluf (Res.) Binyamin 
Ben-Eliezer (now a Yahad MK) 
signed an order confiscating the 
family’s three-story building oppo- 
site Beit Haddassah. 


The seizure and subsequent de- 
molition of the house was based on 
Ben-Eliezer's conviction that the 
attack had been mounted from the 
building, and for what have been 
termed “for military purposes.” 

The family's advocate, 'Arnold 
Spaer, said the four terrorists were 
subsequently caught and tried and 
the houses of three of them were 
destroyed. They were all eventually 
released and flown to Tunis. There 
was no subsequent evidence to link 
the Hirbawi family to the attack, he 
said, and former defence minister 
Ezer Weizman later admitted that 
the government had not been aware 
of the family's role in saving Jews 
during the 1929 riots. 

Other buildings adjacent to Beit 
Haddassah, which were sealed fol- 
lowing the attack, were subsequent- 
ly returned to their owners. But the 
repeated requests from the family to 
be allowed to rebuld on the site were 
evaded on every occasion. 

Spaer argued in his petition for an 
order nisi that the military author- 
ities are trying to avoid responding 
for “extraneous reasons” - presum- 
ably to avoid a confrontation with 
the Jewish settlers in the town. 


Sharon-‘Time’ trial ‘nearing its end’

NEW YORK. - Judge Abraham 
Sofaer yesterday informed the jury 
in the Ariel Sharon vs. Time libel 
trial that, due to the recent decision 
by the government of Israel to allow 
attorneys for Time and Sharon to 
review classified documents relating 
to the case, there is now, “a very 
strong possibility that long sought 
information vital to the case will 
soon be presented to the jury.” 

Sofaer adjourned the court until 
January 8 to give attorneys for Time 
and Sharon a chance to review the 
classified documents together with 
Supreme Court Justice Yitzhak 
Kahan. and to allow time for the 
relevant information from these ses- 
sions to be sent to New York and 
given to the jury in “presentable 
order.” 

Sofaer informed the jury that the 
six-week-old trial is nearing its end, 
and that after presentation of the 


new evidence, the trial would move 
rapidly to the summary statements 
by the two sides. 

The only witness at the trial 
yesterday was Laurie Kuslansky, a 
Hebrew-English linguist and trans- 
lator. Kuslansky testified that when 
Sharon used the, Hebrew word 
Etzleinu in his public testimony to 
the Kahan Commission, he was re- 
ferring to Israelis. 

In the testimony, Sharon had said 
“Amin (Jemayel) himself used the 
word ‘revenge’ at (Bashir’s) funer- 
al... and revenge was also discussed 
by us (etzleinu). Replying to ques- 
tions from Sharon's attorney 
Richard Goldstein. Kuslansky stres- 
sed that by using etzleinu, Sharon 
could only have been referring to 
fellow Israelis, and not to the 
Jemayels or other Phalangists. 

Sharon had been scheduled to 
return from Israel for yesterday's 
session, but decided to stay until the 
weekend. 


Shahal to discuss oil purchasing in Mexico 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahal is 
to leave tonight on a two-week tour 
of the Americas, stopping first in. 
Mexico to begin negotiations on the ’ 
renewal of oil-purchasing contracts. 
He will also discuss the establish- 
ment of a number of joint projects in 
Mexico. 

Shahal’s second stop is expected 
to be in Colombia, to sign coal- 
purchasing agreements worth about 
$200 million over a five-year period. 


Under these agreements, Israel is 
expected to buy some five million 
tons of coal. 

From there he is to travel to Cali- 
fornia, to attend the inauguration of 
an Israeli solar-energy project. In 
Los Angeles he is to meet billionaire 
oil man Arm and Hammer to discuss 
Hammer's involvement in oil pros- 
pecting in Israel. 

Later he is to meet in Washington 
with U.S. Energy Secretary Donald 
Hodel.

minister Yoram Aridor from any 
inquiry. 

Prime Minister Peres is due to 
meet today with Vice Premier Sha- 
mir and may be swayed as a result to 
narrow the terms of reference of any 
inquiry to exclude the political eche- 
lons and thus keep Aridor out of the 
limelight. 

Formally, the committee’s vote on 
the inquiry’ has been postponed until 
Monday, but those MKs favouring 
the immediate creating of a commis- 
sion believe the cabinet will take 
advantage of the delay to create its 
own commission with limited powers 
and limited terms of reference. 

Peres is said to be extremely un en- 
thusiastic about the prospect of a 
commission of inquiry into the banks 
- but he is apparently reconciled to 
its inevitability. 

In the prime minister's close circle 
there were hopes-against-hope last 
night that the heads of the banks 
might yet resign of their own accord, 
and thus perhaps obviate the need 
for a full-dress commission of in- 
quiry. 

But the premier's aides conceded 
that there appeared little prospect of 
this materializing. The bank chiefs 
seemed determined to fight back, 
and their arena in which to do so 
would be an inquiry commission. 

The prime minister apparently be- 
lieves that an inquiry might sap con- 
fidence at home and abroad in the 
banks, and that this might even re- 
sult in large-scale withdrawal of de- 
posits. or at the very least a drying- 
up of new deposits. 

Israel's major banks hold many 
billions of dollars worth of deposits 
by overseas concerns and indi- 
viduals. 

In terms of pure party politics, an 
inquiry commission could be benefi- 
cial to' Labour. The bank chiefs, it 
seems, intend to argue in their own 
defence that the Likud government 
virtually forced them into pumping 
up the prices of their shares to fan- 
tastically artificial proportions as a 
contribution to the (false) atmos- 
phere of well-being and prosperity 
which the government sought to en- 
gender in the country. ( Lehitiv im 
ha am - to be good to the people - 
was a key slogan of the first Begin 
government.) 

Nevertheless, despite this putative 
political gain. Peres and other key 
Labour ministers, like their Likud 
colleagues, are keen to avoid a com- 
mission of inquiry if possible. 

Energy Minister Moshe Shahal, 
who is on the ad hoc committee to 
coordinate between Peres and the 
Knesset State Control Committee 
over the bank shares follow-up, has 
been calling since Monday for senior 
civil servants involved to resign of 


their own free will. He refers without 
naming names to Bank of Israel 
Governor Mandelbaum and Banks 
Examiner Galia Maor. 

Shahal met yesterday with the ad 
hoc coordinating committee. Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim, Libai, and 
Economics and Planning Minister 
Gad Ya’acobi (co-opted on Tuesday 
at his request). 

Nissim and Ya’acobi advocate the 
inquiry being set up at the request of 
the cabinet alone. Shahal and Libai 
advocate the inquiry being set up at 
the request of the Knesset Slate 
Control Committee, with the pro- 
viso that the cabinet attach an 
appendix in the statutoty request to 
the Supreme Court president, noting 
that the cabinet and the committee 
are in agreement with regard to the 
terms of reference suggested and the 
time-frame. 

‘ Shahal. it is understood, would 
not be averse to the terms of refer- 
ence finally being limited to the 
commercial banks and the stock ex- 
change, if the public thirst for blood 
has first been slaked by the resigna- 
tion of senior officials. However, he 
knows he cannot count on such res- 
ignations. 

Peres is said to favour the Knesset 
body asking for the inquiry and the 
cabinet attaching the appendix. 

Since Shahal is to leave at mid- 
night tonight for meetings in Amer- 
ica on ministry business, there is 
every prospect that Peres will try to 
wrap everything up before Shahal's 
departure. 


William Clark to quit as 
U.S. interior secretary 
WASHINGTON (Reuter).

If the government 
wants to deride to limit services or to 
refuse treatment in certain cases 
then it has to lay down the guide- 
lines.” 

Non-government hospitals are 
also facing financial difficulties, 
although these have yet to reach 
crisis proportions. Many health 
funds are also in serious financial 
trouble.

W. German justice minister 
warns of danger from right 


BONN (Reuter). - Justice Minister 
Haas Engelhard warned yesterday 
of the dangers of right-wing extrem- 
ism in West Germany and urged 
parliament to pass a lawmaking it a 
crime to deny the mass-murder of 
Jews under the Nazis. 

Engelhard said in a statement that 
a new study by his ministry showed 
that the authorities were just as 
mindful of right-wing extremism as 
of ultra-leftists. 

Although it was not a serious 
threat to society, neo-Nazi agitation 
and propaganda are slipping through 
loopholes in the law and have to be 
curbed, he said. 


Engelhard appealed to the Bun- 
destag (lower house) to pass a draft 
law which would make it a crime for 
anyone to deny in public that the 
Nazis carried out a policy of extermi- 
nating the Jews. 

Extreme right-wing propaganda 
tracts in West Germany often con- 
test that millions of Jews perished in 
concentration camps. 

The Justice Ministry study showed 
that of 405 right-wing extremists 
convicted last year, eight were 
women and most were between the 
ages of lti and 30 and below average 
education levels. 


Teachers say W to 
Navon on studies cut

Israel is prepared to permit the 
re-burial of Faitd Kawasme, former 
maypr of Hebron, in his home dty in 
return for information about the 
four soldiers missing in Lebanon. 

This emerges from statements in 
the Knesset yesterday by Prime 
Minister Peres and Defence Minister 
Rabjn. Peres was replying to a par- 
liamentary question by Yossi Sand 
(Citizen's Rights Movement) and 
Rabin to a motion for the agenda by 
Mohammed Wattad (Map am). 

Wattad said that neither Jordan's 
King Hussein nor the PLO's Yasser 
Arafat can do anything regarding the 
matter and that “the address” is 
Ahmed Jibril (of the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine - 
General Command), who is in 
Damascus. 

But Rabin cited Arafat's recent 
interview with Israeli journalist 
Amnon Kapeliuk, in which Arafat 
said .’that “eight Israeli prisoners are 
in opr hands.” He did not say “in 
JibriJ's hands, or in anyone e lie’s, " 
Rabin noted. 

Two-and-a-balf years have passed 
without any information about the 
four, soldiers - one Druse and three 
Jews - Rabin said. “Is it not our duty 
to do all we can at least to get 
information as to their fate?” 


Peres cited the same interview, 
quoting Arafat as saying in reply to 
the question: “Do you have any 
prisoners who are alive?” - “There 
are bodies, eight or nine." 

Arafat was deliberately vague, 
said Peres, to intensify the pain of 
the missing soldiers' families, who 
would hear recordings of the inter- 
view on Israel radio. 

“We are asking that they tell who- 
ever it is in Jordan that should be 
told to let us know where the missing 
soldiers are, where the bodies are, 
and whether we can get them,” 
Peres said. 

He agreed with Sarid that Israel is 
strong enough to make “the human 
gesture” of permitting the burial in 
Hebron with no conditions. “But I 
see before me the soldiers' families 
whose pain is indescribable. They 
too deserve an answer.” 

It was not Israel that started “this 
game. " Peres said. “I would prefer 
to live with a different relationship 
(with the other side). But they, in 
return for bodies, have asked us to 
release raurdereis.” 

Nor was Kawasme the lily-white 
moderate portrayed by Sarid, said 
. Peres. “He formally joined the lead- 
ership of an organization that not 
only believes in terror, but to the 
best of my knowledge plans and 
carries out terror a gains t women, 
children and other innocents.” 


Rabin says: 

Elections in territories after 
they are held in Arab world

Defence Minister Rabin promised 
yesterday that when at least one 
Arab city anywhere in the Arab 
world elects its mayor, Israel would 
follow suit by allowing manicipal 
elections in Judea and Samaria. 

He was replying to a motion for 
the- agenda by Mohammed Watad 
(Mapam), who said that nothing has 
been- done in spite of talk about 
improving the quality of life on the 
West Bank, and that Rabin is no 
better in this respect than his prede- 
cessor, Moshe Arens. 

One proof of that. Watad said, is 
Rabin’s “forgiving attitude” towards 
Rabbi Moshe Levinger’s sit-down 
strike outside the Dehaishe refugee 
camp. “Levinger is more dangerous 
than(Meir) Kahane,” Watad said. 

Rabin thought it was going too far 
to tixpect Israel to give an example to 
the Arab world on electing mayors in . 
Judda and Samaria, under a so- 
called “occupation rule.” In Israel 
proper, it -is a different matter, he 
said. 


Rabin said that Israeli policy on 
the territories is based on three guid- 
ing principles. The first is to continue 
the war against PLO tenor in all its 
manifestations and wherever it 
occurs. The second is to preserve law 
and order for all residents. 

The third is to aid ail peaceful 
Arabs to achieve economic develop- 
ment and social and educational 
progress. He said that the number of 
banned books and publications has 
been reduced from 1 300 to less than 
300. 

Tentative approval for the estab- 
lishment of an Arab bank in the 
areas has already been given, Rabin 
said. But it would not be given 
definitely if some outside body, from 
the West or East, intends to use it as 
a facade. A bank truly owned by 
residents of Judea and Samaria 
would have no trouble getting 
approval. ” 

Watad ’s motion was struck -frppi- 
the agenda, with Abdel Wahab 
Darousha (Alignment) voting with 
the opposition.

Nearly all the 
officials in the municipality agree, as does the 
Tourism Ministry, that there are far too many 
foip-and-five-star hotels in the capital . The minis- 
try* said over a year ago that it had stopped 
authorizing construction of the more expensive 
ho^ls. But that happened long after planning 
permission was granted to many four- and five- 
stas hotels. People in the trade feel cheaper hotels 
wop Id encourage more tourists to stay more nights 
in Jerusalem. But opening up a two-or-three-star 
hotel now would be very difficult, because the 
established - and usually higher-class - hotels are 
hungry for every tourist and they would lower 
tfajeir prices to drive any newcomer out of the field. 

‘The city's solution is to start levying a tourism 
tax from foreigners who stay in the city’s more 
expensive hotels. Mayor Teddy Kollek has long 
been pressing for the imposition of this tax, which 
is-ievied in other major tourism centres abroad. 
City officials say that the one or two dollars

involved from every tourist for each night’s stay in 
a four-or-five-star hotel could be used to maintain 
the sites tourists visit and to form a tourism police, 
which would handle tourists' com plaints and en- 
sure proper maintenance of the places they visit. 

At a recent meeting of Kollek’s One Jerusalem 
city council friction, Casouto, who is also a mem- 
ber of the dty council, objected to the tourism 
levy. He agreed that money must be raised for 
proper maintenance of the city's sights and that a 
tourism police would be a good idea. But he 
claimed that hotels would eventually be forced to 
pay the levy themselves. They would, he said, 
rather not increase their prices to tourists. In- 
stead. he suggested that the hotels themselves 
raise about S500.000 to improve tourist services in 
Jerusalem. 

Casouto has various suggestions to increase the 
number of tourists who stay overnight in Jeru- 
salem. These indude better marketing abroad. 
The hoteliers are aware that Mayor Kollek gives 


the dty excellent free publidty abroad. The 
problem, they say, is in the follow-up - actually 
selling package deals to tourists. Kollek also wants 
to improve entertainment and other facilities for 
tourists. 

All these plans cost money. And Casouto 
ruefully acknowledges that there will probably be 
no money forthcoming from the government or 
the munidpality in the near future. 

The hoteliers have not proved over-eager even 
to raise the $500,000 that would, in Casouto’s 
scheme, replace the tourism tax. They have 
committed themselves in prindple to the venture 
of raising $500,000. But no money has actually 
been handed over, and it would probably be very 
difficult to raise anywhere near that sum in the 
less-than-bright years that appear to be ahead. 

“But if we don't do anything about it an 
enormous investment will go down the drain. It is 
an investment by hoteliers who put the money into 
the buildings and the people of Israel, who 
subsidized the business which brings in so many 
dollars.”

Haifa approves controversial centre

HAIFA. - The dty council’s town- 
planning and h uildmg committee 
Tuesday night approved a con- 
troversial commercial centre to be 
buOt on the edge of the German 
Colony despite conservationist 
opposition. 

The project, a multi-storey build- 
ing with a three-star hotel, cinemas, 
offices and department stores, is 
slated to be built at the corner of 
Jaffa and Ben-Gurion streets in the 
downtown district. 

The committee's decision must 
still be ratified by the district plan- 
ning and building commission. 

Conservationists, led by the 
Council for a Beautiful Israel, have 
opposed the project, charging that it 


would ruin one of Haifa’s best views, 
create congestion and necessitate 
the demolition of historical build- 
ings. 

The munidpality spokesman said 
the protests had already forced in- 
vestors to alter the building's design. 

Mayor Arye Gurel said the pro- 
ject is essential for the renewal and 
development of the downtown quar- 
ter.

Yad Vashem gets manuscript 
of Yevtushenko’s < Babi Yari

A handwritten text of Evgeny 
Yevtushenko’s famous poem on the 
Babi Yar massacre, which inspired 
Dimitry Shostakovich to compose 
his equally famous symphony on the 
same subject, was presented as a gift 
yesterday to Yad Vashem. 

The donors were British impre- 
sario Victor Hochhauser and his wife 
Lilian. They met Yevtushenko in die 
early 1960s at the home of Shostako- 
vich, and the poet promised to give 
them the manuscript. 

It was not until 1976, during a visit 


to London, that the Hochhausers 
reminded him of his promise. He 
then sat down in their office and 
rewrote the original, which he said 
had been lost. 

The Babi Yar massacre, whose 
victims were mostly Jews, has be- 
come symbolic of the suffering of die 
Jewish people in Russia durin g the 
German occupation of World War 

n. 

Yevtushenko later fell out of 
favour with the Communist author- 
ities, who expunged all mention of 
Jews in the poem, and substituted 
“vic tims of Fascism.” 


Bar-On to Shapira: Quit as promised

LA PAZ. Bolivia (AP). - U.S. and 
Bolivian planes searched the snow- 
capped Andes yesterday for an East- 
ern Airlines jet with 33 people 
aboard that disappeared 10 minutes 
before its planned landing at La Paz 
Airport. It was flying from Asun- 
cion. Paraguay. 

A U.S. government plane re- 
turned to La Paz Airport yesterday 
morning after its crew scanned the 
crevices and passes of the Andes, but 
found no trace of the Boeing 727. 
said the U.S. consul in La Paz. 
Royce Fichte, who was aboard the 
search craft. 

He said the Beech 2Q0 aircraft had 
searched for two hours and 15 mi- 
nutes and would search again today, 
probably in the afternoon* when 


visibility was expected to be better. 

Fichte said heavy clouds ham- 
pered the searchers. He said the 
search plane flew over the flight 
route that the Eastern jet had plan- 
ned to follow. 

An Eastern spokesman said in 
Miami after the U.S. flight returned 
from its first search run that “our 
information is simply that we have 
no wreck found." 

The last contact with the crew of 
the Eastern flight was a radio con- 
versation with the pilot 11 minutes 
before the jet's scheduled landing on 
Tuesday evening, said an Eastern 
senior vice president in Miami. The 
pilot said in that transmission that he 
planned to land a minute early.

Gandhi sacks top politicians, 
vows to modernize country 


NEW DELHI. - Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi replaced four top 
aides of his slain mother, including 
the man long considered the second 
most powerftil figure in the govern- 
ment of the late Indira Gandhi, the 
prime minister’s office said yester- 
day. He also vowed to take drastic 
steps toward modernization of both 
government and the country's tech- 
nological infrastructure. 

Raj i rider Dhawan. a high-caste 
Punjabi, was Mrs. Gandhi's special 
assistant for more than 21 years. He 
was standing beside her when she 
was gunned down on October 31 by 
two Sikh members of her security 
guard. 

He has been replaced as the key 
figure on the Prime Minister's staff 
by Vincent George, a member of 
India's Christian minority. 

Gandhi also removed three other 
top members of his mother's person- 
al staff. M.M. Sharma. R.K. Sikri 
and Y. Dhawan. his office said. The 
Times of India said the changes 
“marked a total departure " from 
Mrs. Gandhi's methods of govern- 
ment. 

Dhawan. 47. a career civil servant 
who controlled all of Mrs. Gandhi's 
appointments with official visitors 
and all documents and even tele- 
phone calls reaching her office, 
wielded immense power behind the 


scenes but tried to keep a low pro- 
file. 

Gandhi. India's youngest prime 
.minister, is a former airline pilot 
known to admire Western technolo- 
gy and computerized administrative 
methods. 

He has promised to boost technol- 
ogy to help India leap into the 21st 
century and has retained the key 
portfolios of electronics, science and 
technology, space and atomic ener- 

"V. 

An Indian newsmagazine re- 
ported recently that tfie newly 
appointed George was responsible 
for computerizing the Congress Par- 
ty's administration and has now in- 
stalled a computer in the prime 
minister’s office for the first time. 

Elsewhere in India, film star N.T. 
* Rama Rao. India's surprise national 
opposition leader, has ordered his 
followers, including parliamenta- 
rians. to always dress in yellow. 

Rama Rao's directive was seen as 
a first step to making his regional 
Telugu Desara Pam a national force 
after it alone withstood Prime Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi's landslide election 
win last month. 

Yellow was chosen because it is 
the same colour as the flag of the 
Telugu Desam Parry he founded 
three years ago to fight local issues.

NAIROBI (Reuter). - Somalia said 
yesterday that Ethiopia lost 200 
troops and many wounded in an 
attack on Somali defences around 
the western garrison town of Balam- 
baie early Monday. 

Official Somalia Radio, moni- 
tored by the BBC. quoted a Defence 
Ministry statement as saying the 
attack had been repulsed after eight 
hours fighting.

White holidaymakers 
stoned in South Africa 



JOHANNESBURG. - A seriously 
injured white child was in hospital 
yesterday after black youths stoned 
holidaymakers on a South African 
beach, the first time recent unrest 
has been reported outside segre- 
gated black townships. 

As police released details of the 
stoning, the government blamed 
black people's “serious misunder- 
standings" about local government 
for township violence in which 170 
died last year. 

All last year’s riot victims were 
black, except for a white baby killed 
as his mother was driving through a 
township. 

Earlier, a black man was found 
dead in Sebokeng township. 50 kms. 
south of here, after police fired bird- 
shot to disperse rioters stoning a 
liquor shop on New Y ear's Eve. 

Tuesday's attack, in which a six- 
year-old boy was hit on the head with 
a stone and seriously wounded, hap- 
pened on a whites-oniy beach on the 
south coast, near Port Alfred.

• peleifs situation would have been 
viewed a* a person with problems, 
an individual who did not know her 
own mind. Now. however, "career 
changes in midlife are becoming 
.more accepted in Israel, as they are 
-hiifie U.S..andareno longer seen as 

e&Mence of personality problems.'' 
says Zeev Sardi, former director of 
HVGI. 

. *One reason for embarking on a 
second career is that today people 
live longer - and work longer - in a 
rapidly changing world." Sardi adds. 
An engineer, for example, may 
wake up one morning after 10 years 
of work to find that his knowledge is 
obsolete and his job redundant. 

Personal circumstances may also 
make a career change necessary. An 
immigrant who was a hydroelectric 


engineer in the Soviet Union will 
find few opportunities here lo apply 
his expertise. Then there is the clas- 
sic case of the teacher who has lost 
her voice or the dentist who has 
developed back trouble and can no 
longer bend over. 

But most of the people who turn to 
the institute for career-chanae 
counselling are top and mid-level 
professionals whose desire for re- 
training is internally motivated - 
either they are dissatisfied with their 
work or, though they are happy with 
it, want to try something new. 

“People change as they get older, 
their values and needs change." ex- 
plains counsellor inbal. “and for 
some of them, a radical shift is in 
order." 

Aviva Ron was a secretary who 
had worked at several jobs since 
graduating from high school. She 
was unmarried and had few ties with 
people: books were her favourite 
companions. 

“At 37. Aviva suddenly realized 
how boxed-in she was and got 
scared.” Inbal recalls. “She came to 
HVGI expecting affirmation of her 
life-style, but the tests revealed that 
she was very talented and had abili- 
ties that she hardly used." 

She enrolled in a computer course 
which would lead to work as a sys- 
tems analyst, and also began 
psychotherapy to support the career 
switch and to help her let other 
people into her life. “In Aviva's 
case," says Inbal, “counselling led to 
a total change of life-style." 

Usually, however, career changes 
are less dramatic and involve com- 
promises to bridge the gap between

people's inclinations and their abili- 
ties. or between their ideal career 
and the jobs available. 

“Many housewives going out to 
work for the first time at "age 40, 
armed with nothing more than a high 
school education, want 'glamorous' 
jobs - in travel agencies or in public 
relations - but the options are few." 
Inbal says. 

A crucial step in choosing a new 
vocation is finding out just what is 
available. 

“Changing careers is not only a 
matter of personal qualifications or 
abilities, but depends on the possi- 
bility of carrying through a deci- 
sion." says Sardi. “and this requires 
information." 

The institute's library, unique in 
Israel, provides extensive, compute- 
rized information on hundreds of 
jobs and the training programmes 
available for them. At first glance, 
the possibilities seem endless, but 
practical considerations often inter- 
vene. 

“Courses are not geared to the 
needs of people who must support 
themselves or who have family com- 
mitments." explains Inbal. “It takes 
tremendous motivation for a house- 
wife to go back to school . That is why 
we would suggest -options that don't 
require lengthy training, for exam- 
ple in the secretarial-clerical field or 


work as a lab technician." 
Teachers, many of whom feel 
burned out at «W. pose a special 
challenge to counsellors at the insti- 
tute. 

“Those who can move up the 
ladder within the educational estab- 
lishment - becoming supervisors or 
counsellors - solve their problem." 
says Inbal. “The rest face lengthy 
retraining if they want jobs, such “5 
social work, that make use of their 
interpersonal skills. 

“And once they finish their stu- 
dies, they have tosian all over again 
at the bottom of the ladder, in pay 
and status, working under super- 
visors who may be much younger 
than they are." 

In that case, is all this effort to 
change careers worthwhile? Each 
individual must decide for herself or 
himself, but HGV1 can help in this. 

“We show the client how to make 
a hierarchy of his needs." Inbal 
adds, “and give him the tools for 
making decisions. Since almost in- 
variably there is a need for com- 
promise. we teach him how to work 
out the ‘cost’ of each choice." 

There is nothing mechanical about 
the process. “A person may have the 
ability to do two or three different 
things well, but which of these will 
give him greater satisfaction de- 
pends on personality factors. Two 


people with identical ability profiles 
Can end up with totally different 
careers.” she observes. 

“I got a degree in literature and a 
teaching credential but - unlike my 
colleagues - I couldn't stand the 
classroom situation, even though I 
wanted to work with people,” say's 
Sandy Mor. 29. 

“Instead. I worked at one secreta- 
rial job after another and needed a 
push to get back to what I really 
wanted. The counsellor and I de- 
cided that I should sign up for a 
university course for community 
leaders, but in the meantime a job in 
tourism has turned up and I'd like to 
try that first." 

Sometimes a little ingenuity on the 
part of the counsellor is helpful. 
Yehuda Cohen, a 35-vear-old elec- 
tronics engineer. first learned to play 
a musical instrument as an adult, but 
he loved music and wondered 
whether he couldn't make a career of 
it. 

“1 can't determine whether he has 
musical talent, though it is clear that 
he started too late to become a 
virtuoso." says Inbal. "Since he was 
so interested in music, however. I 
suggested he try something related 
to it. in his field - sound engineering 
- which would require only brief 
retraining. . 

“Often in a time of crisis, people 


seek a career change. For some 
people it's a £0«xl idea: for others it's 
belter to keep a centre of stability by- 
sticking with their job." 

There are people who seek n 
career change because they are dis- 
satisfied with themselves. 

"We direct such people to 
psychotherapy.” says Inbal. “Very 
often we must use our background in 
psychology and our experience to 
help our clients, but our job is to give 
a very focused kind of counselling, 
and not to do therapy. Nevertheless, 
it is amazing how much people have 
bottled up inside them that they 
can't share with others, and it ail 
comes pouring out during the coun- 
selling. If we feel we can't help them, 
we tefl them so.” 

Counsellors do help clients who 
feel that they did not choose their 
field freely hut rather got into it 
because of external circumstances. 
"If counselling reveals that their 
field is the most suitable for them, 
they return to their jobs u irh a better 
feeling." she adds. 

A recent innovation in IlGVI's 
counselling programme is the use of 
group sessions in addition to indi- 
vidual meetings. "The group pro- 
vides a frame of reference, of people 
in a similar situation." explains Yit- 
zhak Garty. the new director of the 
institute. 

“Members of the croup try out 
various roles. For example, a person 
who is considering switching to a job 
that requires oral expression/ skills is 
asked to address the group. This 
provides an opportunity to try doing 
the thing itself and to receive feed" 
back from members of the group. In 


addition, it enables the psychologist 
to gain further information on the 
client's abilities and inclination'." 

Not everyone who wants in 
change careers can afford the insti- 
tute's services, lives within conve- 
nient reach of the institute or is 
inclined to talk 10 a psychologist. To 
meet the needs of these people. 
HGVI is creating a computer prog- 
ramme which can direct a client to 
specific occupations within the areas 
of interest emerging from computer- 
conducted questionnaires. 

“This sen ice should be available 
xvithm two years." says Garty. 
"Then a person living in the Golan 
Heights or in Eilat who has access to 
a computer terminal could get 
career-change counselling just by 
phoning us." 

Whatever a client's reasons lor 
seeking a career change, his chances 
of Mailing over ate hampered here 
by low job mobility, which i' partly .i 
(unction of a rigid system uf social 
benefits, and by the unwillingness of 
many employers to hire older peo- 
ple. ‘ 

AH these factors can make coun- 
selling very frustrating lor both 
counsellors and clients. Nothing less 
than radical -social changes will im- 
prove the situation, it 'Cents. 

Says Inbal: “We need changes in 
the laws that govern pensions and 
social benefits, and more training 
programmes geared in the needs ot 
older adults." In short, she con-, 
dudes. "I would like to see our 
society more flexible."

Self vs. non-self 


PREGNANCY has always been a 
mystery, not only to primitive man 
but to modern science as well. And 
the more science has discovered ab- 
out immunology' and the body's abil- 
ity to recognize “self* as opposed to 
“non-self and to reject foreign tis- 
sue. the bigger the mystery of 
mammalian reproduction has be- 
come. 

At first it was believed that there 
was a total placental barrier that 
kept genetic material from the fetus 
from crossing over to the mother, 
but Rh blood-group sensitivities, 
among others, showed that this was 
not the case. 

The question that then remained 
was why even the smallest bit of 
genetically alien tissue is automati- 
cally rejected when transplanted 
anywhere in the body and yet a 
female mammal - whether the spe- 
cies be mouse or man - can accept 
and nurture a fetus of very different 
genetic makeup from herself. 

Since the basic assumption in 
transplant is that material must be so 
nearly identical that the body does 
not recognize it as non-self, recent 
researchers got quite a surprise when 
they found that in pregnancy the 
fetus has to be different enough so 
that the mother’s body does recog- 
nize it as non-self and then can 
produce blocking factors that pre- 
vent rejection. 

Dr. Howard Carp, a British- 
trained gynecologist at Sheba Hos- 
pital, Tel Hashomer, working with 
Dr. Vladimar Toder of the Tel Aviv 
University’s embryology depart- 
ment'. says that they have found that 
when there is too much genetic simi- 
larity between the male and the 
female, her body is unable to recog- 


nize the embryo as alien matter, fails 
to produce blocking factors, and 
spontaneously aborts the embryo. 
This. Carp says, has been found' to 
be the case in many women who. 
while otherwise healthy, are unable 
to maintain a pregnancy and have 
repeated spontaneous abortions. 

Carp says this phenomenon was 
first noticed in highly inbred labora- 
tory mice which are almost geneti- 
cally identical. After a number of 
generations they stop reproducing, 
but unlike humans simply resorb the 
rejected embryo. 

There are also a number of human 
populations in which there has been 
close intermarriage over generations 
and indeed some of them, like the 
aboriginal Ainu in Japan, have long 
had adeclining birthrate. 

In a normal human population. 60 
percent of couples have no commom 
antigens, 30 per cent share perhaps 
one antigen and 10 per cent have 
more than one antigen in common. 
This ratio changes in isolated 
populations, and it is women who 
share two or more common antigens 
with their husbands that Carp is 
studying. 

Since antigens produce anti- 
bodies, a system of vaccination 
against the husband’s antigens has 
been worked out to raise the level of 
the woman’s sensitivity to her hus- 
band’s antigens. The method. Carp 
says, has been effective in 65 per cent 
of cases where the reason for repe- 
ated abortion is genetic similarity. 

Carp's study may be of major 
importance to the whole issue of 
transplant rejection. In the mean- 
time. it may help many women who 
are childess to have normal pregnan- 
cies. D.B.S. 


Special days at Hebrew U. 


HIPPY (Home Instruction Prog- 
ramme for Preschool Youngsters) 
recently celebrated its 10th birthday 
with a national conference at the 
Hebrew’ University on Mount Sco- 
pus. 

Hippy is a home-based program- 
me in which mothers of disadvan- 
taged preschool children are taught 
at home how to help enrich their 
youngsters’ education. 

A poraprofessional aide visits 
each mother every other 
week, bringing a story-book and a 
packet of activities. The mother and 
the aide take turns playing mother 
and child so that the mother can 
learn how to use the materials. The 
home-activity packets concentrate 
on problem-solving and language 
and discrimination skills. 

A follow-up study of the group of 
children in the first Hippy program- 
me showed that in I2th grade 'their 
school performance was better than 
that of children who did not have the 
saineinsmicrion. 

The Hippy conference included a 
display of the materials used in the 
programme, lectures and discus- 
sions. 

Among the innovations reported 
ha was an experimental project, 
sponsored by the National Council 
of Jewish Women, in which 70 three 


year olds were included in the Hippy 
programme. Until this year the pro- 
gramme began with four year olds. 
In addition. Hippy^is now using 
storybooks written especially for the 
programme. 

Participants in the conference, 
which took place on December 31, 
included directors of community 
centres, supervisors and coordina- 
tors of Hippy, and other educators. 

THE BLIND Students Association 
of the Hebrew University of Jeru- 
salem recently held a study day de- 
voted to “Psychological aspects and 
their effects on the functioning of the 
visually impaired.” 

The study day. attended by people 
from all over the country, was in- 
tended to be a meeting-ground for 
the blind and professionals such as 
social workers and educators who 
deal with the problems of the blind. 

"This was the first time a study day 
had been devoted to the psycholo- 
gical problems of the blind,” said 
Baruch Yitzhari. chairman of the 
student association. 

On the agenda were lectures on 
motor and cognitive disturbances, 
adolescence, the psychophysical 
problem of the blind, and the 
psychological implications of medic- 
al problems.

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Tel Aviv Stock Exchange managers review 1984 

‘Even survival was an achievement’

TEL A VI V. - “ 1 9S4 was a depressed 
year for stock market activity. This 
fact may be noted with sorrow, but 
not surprise. The state of the capital 
markets... reflected the state of the 
national economy. ..against this 
background and the bank share crisis 
late last year, even the meagre 
achievements of 1984 should be 
viewed positively.'" 

“In January it seemed as if the 
bond market was ready to collapse. 
In the share market as well there 
appeared at various times signs of a 
loss of confidence that expressed 
themselves through very high yields 
to redemption. In these circumst- 
ances. one cannot belittle the fact 
that the activity in the market re- 
gained a measure of relative stabil- 
ity. even if its scope was much lower 
than in the previous four years." 

With this cold and unemotional 
farewell, the senior management of 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange 
(TASE) yesterday bade a formal 
farewell to a year that they, and 
indeed most other market partici- 
pants and observers will want to 
forget as quickly as possible. The 
only thing good about last year, as 
the" aniclesr facts and figures of the 
exchange s review and summary 
make clear, is that it could have been 
worse. 

But not by much. The key statis- 
tics summarized by exchange chair- 
man Meir Heth demonstrate that, to 
a large degree, the markets simply 
stopped operating. Thus the total 
turnover of the share market was a 
paltry S750 million, hardly compara- 
ble to the S4.2 billion traded in 1983. 
much less the S6.5 billion established 
in the “super-year" of 1982. For the 
first time since 1976. the volume in 
the bond market exceeded that in 
the share market, although even 
here, the S840m. traded last year was 


onlv half of the levels of 1983 and 
1982. 

The primary market of new issues 
fared even worse than the secondary 
market (the exchange floor itself)- If 
in 1982, the public bought new 
shares to the tune of $900m. and this 
fell in 1983 to 5300m. The year 1984 
saw even that figure slump to less 
than S50m. 

Only 11 companies registered 
their shares on the exchange in 1984, 
compared to 47 in the previous year, 
and since August of last year not a 
single public offer has been made. 
Other than General Bank's rights 
issue, the banking system raised no 
new capital on the markets last year. 

This slump in both the primary 
and secondary markets led to two 
important developments. A large 
number of companies sought to raise 
capital through private placements, 
and takeovers through share purch- 
ases on or off the floor, or through 
tender offers, became much more 
commonplace. 

While the General Share Index 
Tose 587 per cent over the whole of 
1984. which represents 16 percent in 
dollar terms, this was primarily the 
result of the 38 per cent dollar gain of 
the bank shares covered by the 
“arrangement” (and the fact that 
these were extremely depressed at 
Che beginning of the year). 

All the other sectors, bar one, fell 
in dollar terms by margins of up to 60 
percent. The non-bank index, which 
rose 41 1 per cent, showed a dollar 
loss of 14 per cent over the year, 
since the dollar rose by 492 per cent. 
The bond index wound up with an 
advance of 474 per cent in nominal 
shekel terms, but a three per cent 
dollar loss. 

These figures are mirrored in the 
statistics of the market's overall 
value. At the end of the year, the 
total value of all the securities reg- 
istered on the exchange was $9.8b.. 


up from $9. lb. at the beginning of 
the year. This rise stemmed from the 
S1.2 growth in the value of the 
“arrangement" shares, to $4.4b. 
The "free” share market fell in value 
by. 5100m., and the bond market by 
5300m. during 1984. 

The shrinking level of market 
activity forced the exchange itself, 
and its members, to cut back oh their 
expenses. In the case of the members 
this took the form of shedding staff 
or transferring them to other depart- 
ments. The exchange succeeded in 
reducing its costs by 16 per cent lasr 
year (in dollarterms) and is planning 
a further reduction of 17 per cent in 
1985. This despite the fact that it 
must, however low the actual tur- 
nover fails, retain its organisational 
capability to run the trading and the 
back-up services required to keep 
the exchange in operation. 

Two other noteworthy events dur- 
ing the year were the renewal of 
short-term government bill issues 
(Treasury bills) and the tax-shelter 
issues of Elscint and Tadiran. The 
former was all but a dead letter for 
many months, but came alive in the 
last weeks of the year. The final form 
of trading in rhe Treasury bills has 
not yet been decided. 

The R & D issues of Elscint and 
Tadiran were on a very large scale, 
but several undesirable phenomena 
came to light during the sales period, 
and the whole legal framework 
established especially for these 
issues will have to be reconsidered, 
in the opinion of the stock market 
management. 

The exchange completed, in the 
course of 1984, the preparation and 
authorization of several new admi- 
nistrative and regulatory initiatives 
during 1984. It is also working on 
others which will complete the long 
gestation process only during 1985. 
These will be reviewed in a separate 
article. 



Bank share losses cited in Haifa law suit 


HAIFA. - The Discount Bank here 
has filed its defence in the small 
claims court against a claim for com- 
pensation by a local woman, who 
says the bank dissuaded her father 
from selling her bank shares just 
before their collapse in October 
1983. 

The woman, Dalia Lirat, is asking 
for IS 100,000 compensation for los- 
ses caused to her by what she calls 
the bank's negligence. She submit- 
ted a press clipping reporting that a 
small claims court - in Tel Aviv 
ordered a bank to pay compensation 
to a client on a similar charge. 

In its defence, the bank maintains 
that it did not guarantee that the 


shares would not drop in value. It 
sold many bank shares at the time 
and the decision whether or not to . 
sell was that of the client only. 

The bank also notes in its defence 
that, under the agreement with the 
government, the value of the bank 
shares was maintained so that the 
client did not lose money and was 
therefore not entitled to compensa- 
tion. 

The Haifa small claims court is to 
hear the case in three months. ■ j.

Shorten in Jordanian 
income tax collection 

AMMAN (Reuter). - Jordan col- 
lected 48.2 million dinars (5119m.) 
in income tax in 1984, seven percent 
less than the amount estimated in the 
budget, the director-general of the 
income tax department, Salman 
Tarawneh said yesterday. 

He gave no reasons for the short- 
fall in the income tax figure, which in 
its turn was about seven per cent 
higher than the 1983 income of 45m. 
dinars ($111 million). / ». 

He estimated that income tax re^ 
venue this year at - 55m. dinars 
(5148m.) would be achieved through 
improvements in collection 
methods.

Negev Phosphates had 
$8m. profit in first half

ORON. - Negev Phosphates is en- 
ding a two-year slump and on its way 
to a more productive and profitable 
era. director Daniel Yakir told re- 
porters here yesterday. 

Oron. situated nearly 60 
kilometres southeast of Beersheba. 
is the site of the company's first 
quarry. It also houses the company's 
offices which are scheduled to be 
moved to Beersheba by May. along 
with the company's other offices in 
Tel Aviv and Ashdod. 

Yakir said that profits for the first 
half of the current fiscal year were 58 
million, more than a three-fold in- 
crease over the S2.4m. earned dur- 
ing the same period last year. Sales 
incresed by 16 per cent and Yakir 
noted that this is the general rate of 
growth for this year. The company 
expects to sell 300.000 tons more 
than last year. 

There was also a 30 per cent 
increase in the sales of phosphoric 
add. which rose to 10.000 tons. 

The traditional markets of Italy 
and Rumania have been steady, 
while new markets were found in 
East and West Europe and the Far 
East, Yakir said. "We are now get- 
ting ready to embark on several 
development projects, designed to 
increase our production from to- 
day's maximum of 2.5 million tons to 
5 million tons by the end of the 
decade," he said. 

Within IS months three projects 
are scheduled forcpmpletion. One is 
a secondary crushing plant at the Zin 
quarry, costing $19 million. Another 
is a rapid calcination plant in Oron. 
costing $5m. This plant will be able 
to caldnate phosphates by using 
coal, rather than liquid fuels, for a 
saving of 40 per cent, Yakir said. A 
new project in the Rotem Plain near 
Arad has just been approved, at a 
cost of S1.3m. It will use phosphate 
dust to make phosphoric acid. “This 
could be a protoype for other plants

in rhe region.” said Yakir. adding 
thar rhe proposed plant will use what 
previously had been waste material. 

The Zohar phosphate field disco- 
vered two yean ago. which is consi- 
dered to have reserves of high- 
quality phosphates for the next 70 
years, will be developed only in the 
next decade, Yakir said. Meanwhile. 
Sim. a year are expended on surveys 
and trial drillings. “The production 
complex needed to excavare the 
phosphates there is a national pro- 
ject of great importance.” he said. 
“It will cost perhaps $400ra. and 
employ about 1.000 workers.” • 

Yakir noted that his company has 
126 Yeroham residents on its payroll 
and is the town's biggest employer. 

The company is worth 5154 m. he 
said. It has no plans at present to

if it develops patents for secondary 
products, it may well deride to do so 
in the future, he said. 

The company's shipping line, 
Negev Star, which is coowned with 
Zim, carried 1.080,000 tons of phos- 
phates. fertilizers and potash to' 
world markets. It brought -580,000 
tons of goods and raw materials back 
to Israel. Yakir. who -is also the 
director of Negev Star, said that the 
line's goal is to have full cargos for its 
ships both coming and going. For 
this reason Negev Phosphates will 
buy the coal it wifi need at its plant 
here from a countiy to which it sells 
phosphates.

This 
wine is said to be a balance of select 
Carignan and Cabernet Sauvignon 
grapes, and features a deep red col- 
our and full-bodied flavour.

MK terms brokerage in 
tax payments ‘immoraT

“There is a new profession in 
Israel which must be eliminated, 
because even though it is not strictly 
illegal, it is highly immoral." . 

MK Ran Cohen (Citizens Rights 
Movement) used these words yester- 
day to describe the brokering of 
National Insurance Institute, in- 
come tax and value-added-tax pay- 
ments by ‘entrepreneurs, who pay 
employers a percentage of the pro- 
fits they make by using the above 
salary deductions for several days 
before they fall due. 

Cohen raised the issue on a visit to 
the NU by the Knesset Labour and 
Social Affairs Committee, of which 
he is a member. The practice of 
"payment brokerage” is evidently a 
product of the country’s hyper- 
infl at ionary times, which have 
allowed such entrepreneurs to reap 
profits estimated by Cohen and 
several senior Nn officials to be in 
the “billions of shekels.'* 

A legal loophole exists which en- 
ables the entrepreneurs, the em- 
ployers and the banks to use money 
destined for the Nil and the tax 
authorities for several days, Cohen 
told The Jerusalem Post. Employers 
are required to deduct such pay- 
ments by the 15th of the month and 
to pay the authorities within two to 
four days. 

Enterprising tax experts, seeking 
to take advantage of the time lag in 
payment, offer employers to handle 
the payments for them, in return for 
giving the employers a cut of the 
profits. The entrepreneurs take the 
salary deductions from the em- 
ployers. use them to make a short- 
term killing on the money market, 
then share the profits with the em- 
ployers. Some sources insist the 
banks also receive a cut. 

The Treasury recently cut the 
four-day lag in time between collec- 
tion to payment to two days, in an 
effort to make such manipulation 
not worthwhile. But the Nil time lag 
is still four days, which enables the 


entrepreneurs to flourish, while de- 
priving the NU itself of the use of the 
monev for that period . 

Cohen intended to present a bill to 
the Knesset yesterday that would 
require all such payments to be 
transferred from employer-to-bank- 
to-NII on the same day. He said that 
the process was easily within the 
capacity of the banking computer 
system and would eliminate the 
“payment brokerage” profession. 

Dan Marinov. Nil assistant- 
director general in charge of finance, 
called the brokerage practice “im- 
moral, because it is trading in money 
which belongs to the Nil.” Such 
funds should be used by the NTl to 
finance its operations as soon as they 
are deducted from employees' salar- 
ies. he added. . 

Nil director general Nissirn 
Baruch told The Post that negotia- 
tions are under way with the large 
banks in an attempt to curtail the 
practice of brokering and that he 
expects an agreement “within two to 
three months.” 

However. Ya’acov Dayan. Nil 
assistant-director general in charge 
of collections, told The Post the 
problem is not the big banks, but the 
smaller ones, whose aggressive 
marketing practices encourage 
brokering and whose computer sys- 
tems are more advanced and better 
able to exploit the loophole. 

MK Cohen expressed the addi- 
tional concern that many brokerage 
transactions take place "under the 
table,” with none of the parties in- 
volved declaring taxable profits. 

During the Knesset committee’s 
visit, chairman Ora Namir (Labour), 
Charlie Biton (DFPE) and Cohen 
met with senior Nil officials at the 
main office for an overview of opera- 
tions. They then visited the Jeru- 
salem branch office for a tour of 
actual operations. 

Namir and Cohen chatted with 
several people waiting for'handling 
of their cases and Namir said the 
opportunity to listen to their prob- 
lems made it “an effective and 
pleasant visit.” 


Easier tax burden for people 
doing industrial research

A scientific worker engaged in a 
government-approved research and. 
development project during his sab-, 
batical year will not be taxed more 
than 35 per cent on his income, 
according to the new Research and 
Development Law that went into 
effect on January 1. 

The tax easement is one of the 
salient features of the statute, which 
aims at enhancing the country's 
R&D activities. Under the law, the 
chief scientist at the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade (currently 
Yigael Ehrlich) will head the admi- 
nistrative body overseeing the law. 
Under it. the various benefits due 
investors in R&D from various 
sources are now effectively coordin- 
ated under one roof - the office of 
the chief scientist. 

Ehrlich told reporters yesterday 
that one of the first items on the 
administrative body's agenda is the 
effort to have the Treasure approve 
linkage of R&D allocations. In times, 
of inflation and in view of an R&D 
project's usual time span, the value 
of a grant inevitably erodes by the 
time payment is completed. 

According to Ehrlich, “the real 
importance of tbgs law is the confi- 
dence it affords investors and 
businessmen here and abroad. It 
certainly lends an element of stabil- 


ity in the Israel government's prog? 
ramme of supporting industrial -re- 
search and development. This feel 1 
ing of confidence is absolutely netted. . 
sary in order to attract high-risk, 
venture capital - the type of invest- 
ment that requires long-term and 
continuing planning.” 

The Research and Development 
Law will be administered by the- 
Ministers of Finance and Industry, 
and Trade. The two ministers, yriflj 
appoint an advisory council to re- 
commend long-term national objec- J 
tives to develop the c’ountry'sj 
science-based industries. « 

Ehrlich expects to receive about; 
600 R&D proposals in the course bij 
this year and anticipates a grants' 
budget of “at least $500 million:" *

Dollar continues higher 
as gold quoted at $305.25 


LONDON (AP). - The U.S. dollar 
continued to strengthen yesterday, 
rising to record highs against the 
British pound. French franc and Ita- 
lian lire. Gold prices fell. 

Currency dealers attributed the 
dollar s gains to strong purchases of 
dollars, as speculators and corpora- 
tions opened their 1985 trading. 

The British pound was hurt by 
continuing expectations of lower oil 
prices and by an announcement by 
Britain’s third-largest bank. Mid- 
land Bank, that its troubled Califor- 
nia subsidiary, Crocker National 
Corp., lost $215 million in the fourth 
quarter of 1984. 

The West German central bank. 
Deutsche Bundesbank, did nor in- 
tervene in currency markets to check 
the dollar's rise, the dealers said. 

One Influential business commen- 
tator predicted the pound could fall 
to parity with the dollar. 

"A one-for-one exchange rate no 
longer seems far fetched." wrote 
Kenneth Fleet, financial editor of 
The Times of London. 

"If oil prices continue to weaken - 
a tighter monetary policy in the U.S. 
would lower world oil demand in an 
already oversupplied market - the 
oft-repeated recovery in sterling is 
hard to see," Fleet said. 

The pound fell to a record low of 
SI. 1385 in trading before recovering 
to $1.1485 at the close. Both prices 


are below the previous trading low of 
$1 .1560 and the previous closing low 
of $1.1578. both set Monday. 

The dollar rose to a record 9.7175 
French francs, up from Monday’s 
previous record high of 9.6450 
francs. 

The dollar also rose to a record 
1.949.50 Italian lire at the mid-day 
fixing before dropping to 1.947.00 
lire at the dose. The dollar had 
traded at 1.933.50 lire late Monday. 
The previous record of 1.949.00 lire 
was set September 31.

even threatened to stop the Ruma- 
nian Tarom line's flights here and 
completely sever Israel's only direct 
air link with a Communist country 
unless the demands were met.

Bank shares unaffected by report 


TEL AVIV. - While the State Com- 
ptroller’s report on the bank shares 
crisis of October 1983 continued to 
be the centre of controversy, inves- 
tors remained at “arms-length" from 
trading on the exchange. Activity 
was sluggish and barely exceeded the 
IS1.3 billion mark. Of that amount, 
slightly more than half was traded in 
the bank sector, consisting of shares 
which are part of the ■’arrange- 
ment." 

In spite of the severin' of the 
Comptroller's report and the 
tremendous fiscal responsibility 
undertaken by the Treasury in 
guaranteeing the bank shares which 
are part of the ’‘agreement.'' no one 
appeared overly concerned about 
the stability of tiiese securities. The 
greater part of the “arrangement" 
shares traded unchanged. Only the 
Hapoalim registered shares eased at 
2.5 per cent. 

David Blass, an accountant, has 
been dubbed the “Man of the Year" 
in the local capital market. Blass, 
who has kept a very low profile, has 
been presumed to be taking a large 
position in Maritime Bank shares. 
At one point he announced he was 
an “insider" as the result of having 
amassed 10 per cent of the shares of 
the bank, but he subsequently re- 
tracted by stating that his announce- 
ment had been incorrectly reported. 

Trading during the first session of 
the new calendar year, the IS0.1 
shares of the Maritime Bank were 
marked by relatively small demand, 
and on a turnover of just over IS3

million the shares advanced by a full 
10 per cent. 

Shares with a srory continued to 
be active and volatile. A case in 
point was a 10 per cent rise in the 
IS1.0 stock of Arieh Insurance.

UNDER THE LAW of Return. Jews enjoy almost unrestricted 
right of immigration to this country. But who is a Jew? The 
question arose early on. and it was only in 1970 that an 
amendment - representing a compromise of sorts - seemed to 
settle it. “For the purpose of this law." it said. '* ‘Jew* means a 
person born to a Jewish mother, or who has become converted 
to Judaism, and who is not a member of another religion.” 

The amendment was adopted in the teeth pf fierce resistance 
by the religious parties, which insisted on tacking on the 
formula "according to halacha" to the words "converted to 
Judaism." 

Their bid was defeated because the Knesset, then led by the 
Labour Party, was unwilling to lay down the proper form of 
conversion to Jews outside of Israel. As a student of the issue, 
S. Zalman Abramov, has put it. the language of the amend- 
ment implied recognition “that, though in Israel Orthodoxy 
enjoyed a monopoly of religion by operation of the law, in the 
Diaspora. Judaism was pluralistic and pluralism was to be 
respected. Thus, a person converted to Judaism by Conserva- 
tive or Reform rabbis abroad could come within the definition 
of Jew for the purposes of the Law of Return.” 

Respect for the Conservative and the Reform movements is 
not. however, a hallmark of Orthodoxy, particularly in Israel. 
Fear of competition, on the other hand, certainly is/ 

For the past 14 years, therefore, the religious parties have 
been continuing their effort to alter the legal definition of 
“Who is a Jew" by adding those magical words, “according to 
halacha." The object has been to make it appearthat , in Israel’s 
official view, the concept of a Jew has no meaning anywhere 
outside the rigid version of halacha as interpreted by Ortho- 
doxy. and that the Conservative and especially the Reform 
movements do not constitute legitimate expressions of Judaism 
- their rabbis arc not really rabbis . and their conversions cannot 
be accepted as conversions. 

In 1977 Orthodox prospects brightened when the new Likud 
premier. Menachcm Begin, pledged to try and obtain a Knesset 
majority for amending" the 1970 amendment. Knowing the 
strength of the opposition, mainly from the Alignment but also 
among the Liberals, to any such Orthodox initiative, Mr. Begin 
promised nothing more. As it happened, he was unable to 
deliver, and neither could his Likud successor- 
The old Begin pledge was not rewritten into the coalition 
agreement that set up the national unity government last year. 

"Nevertheless, the Orthodox initiative has been resumed. A 
“religious lobby" made up of Agudat Yisrael. Shas, the NRP 
and Morasha is’ now pushing for*the early passage of a private 
member’s bill that seeks to codify the "according to halacha” 
formula. Originally scheduled for debate yesterday, it is now 
expected to come up next week, 

If the bill is spiked, members of the lobby have warned, its 
members will - what else? - bolt the government. 

This is a prospect that should be viewed with equanimity 
even by those Knesset members who endorse the Orthodox 
doctrine on its merit. But most members, it seems, do not: the 
Alignment and parties to the left of it are solidly arrayed against 
the mooted bill, as are more than a few Liberals. For once the 
religious parties do not hold the balance of power, and they 
cannot bring down the government. 

In any case, they deserve a thorough thrashing in the 
Knesset’ and not only for the insolence of their timing. Their 
claim that passage of the bill will set up a mighty defence against 
a flood of boguslmmigrant converts sweeping over the country 
is simply laughable:" incredibly, the fact that the average 
number of Reform converts coming here on aliya in recent 
years has been something like half a dozen, is also being cited in 
support of the proposed legislation. 

The only practical result of approval by the Knesset could be 
a violent reaction aaainst Israel, which has unjustly humiliated 
them, by Conservative and Reform Jews in America and 
Western Europe. This is all we need now.

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Aridor’s share

THERE ARE MANY unnamed vil- 
lains in the State Comptroller’s 
dramatic denunciation of die bank- 
share manipulations. But a likely 
candidate for the top place among 
them is surely, on present evidence. 
Yoram Aridor, the man who denies 
all responsibility. 

Aridor was finance minister when 
the biggest financial crash in Israel’s 
history was averted by the govern- 
ment’s decision to bail out the banks. 
That rescue operation constituted 
the costliest burden ever placed gra- 
tuitously on the Israeli taxpayer. 
Aridor’s part in that, and in the 
events which led to the shattering 
crisis of October 1983. was bad 
enough. 

But what puts the lid on the off- 
ence was his barefaced statement 
this week on television that no blame 
is placed on him in the State Com- 
ptroller's report and that no blame 
attaches to him, because what hap- 
pened was not his fault. 

The truth is that the State Com- 
ptroller puts a very heavy blame on 
the Treasury. The man in charge of 
the Treasury is the finance minister, 
and the finance minister at the time 
was Yoram Aridor. The report could 
hardly have been more explicit than 
it was. 

Aridor said he pleaded with the 
banks to stop manipulating their 
shares, but they would not listen. 
The State Comptroller points out 
that Aridor - I beg the State Com- 
ptroller's pardon : the T reasury - had 
the power to make the banks comp- 
ly. The banks had pushed the price 
of their own shares up to three times 
their asset value in order to create a 
favourable market for the sale of 
new share issues. 

But new securities cannot be 
issued without the Treasury's con- 
sent. All Aridor had to do was. tell 
the banks: “I withhold my consent 
until yon do what I tel! you. Start 
gradually reducing the price of your 
shares back to their proper value. I 
shall put a floor under their price to 


prevent a collapse. If you wish to go 
on with your new equity issue under 
those terms. I shall gladly give my 
authorization.'' 

He not only could have done that: 
it was his duty to do so (according to 
the State Comptroller). Everybody 
knew that the way things were going, 
a crash must come eventually. No- 
body wanted to precipitate ir. 
although everybody knew also that 
the greater the delay, the bigger the 
crash would be. 


a tragic, miscalculation by all con- 
cerned. including Aridor. It was not 
his only miscalculation. All his poli- 
cies were unconditional, ex- 
perimental and in breach of the 
rules. Instead of upping sales taxes 
and reducing subsidies, he did the 
opposite in order to push prices 
down - hoping they would stay 
down, despite the massive increase 
that he generated in purchasing 


power. 

Then he tried dollarization - or he 


SO HOW GUILTY are the villains? 
Let us look at the extenuating cir- 
cumstances. Israel had been over- 
taken by a tremendous boom. Prices 
were shooting up - of shares, land, 
property, goodwill, everything. The 
banks wanted to tap this growing 
source of capital. Their share prices 
rose but not enough, so they pushed 
them higher. 

If they hadn't, they would not 
have been able to float new share 
issues. The government wanted 
them to float those issues because 
the government needed the cash. 
The banks loaned 60 per cent of the 
money they mobilized to the 
accountant-general. 

They thought at first that they 
could get away with it. because they 
were drunk with their own power 
and success. The banks owned, 
directly or indirectly, everything: 
hotels, ships, factories, insurance 
companies. Their mistake is that 
they went too far. yet when that 
realization dawned they continued - 
and even accelerated - the purchase 
of their own shares, this time with 
money borrowed abroad, in a de- 
sperate bid to postpone the hour of 
reckoning. 

Why did the government let them 
do that? Because the government 


needed money desperately and it 
used the banks to rake it in. The 


banks were competing with others 
for a necessary resource. 


WITH HINDSIGHT, we can see 
that the whole thing was a bad. even 


would have if he had not been fired. 
What would have happened if he had 
been allowed to go on? One of two 
things: had he enforced a sudden and 
total halt in the priming of money 
(on the ground that Israel cannot 
print dollars), the administration 
would have cracked up. Had he 
failed to do that and had the govern- 
ment continued its deficit financing, 
the balance of payments would have 
cracked up. , 

He rejects these allegations, de- 
nying that there were any errors. He 
says he had to try something new 
because the old practices did not 
work: and there is some truth in that. 
Attempts to reduce budgets were, he 
might have stated, a waste of time 
because it couldn't be done (and, 
indeed, it still isn't being done suc- 
cessfully). 

Even if he had slashed expendi- 
ture. would it have helped? The 
classic rules of economics are pro- 
ving to be of no avail. European 
governments have applied all the 
stipulated remedies to no purpose. 
They have cut budgets, they have 
reduced inflation, they have en- 
gineered recessions - and all they 
achieved in the end is chronic unem- 
ployment. ■ 

Therefore, Aridor took refuge ~ 
so his argument could have gone - in 
doing the opposite of what the rule 
book says. Experts were unanimous 
that finance ministers must buck the 
trend. All tried - Ehrlich. Hurvitz 
and, after Aridor. Cohen-Orgad and 
Moda'i. All foiled. So why not go 


Dry Bones 
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with the trend? Let the people have 
cheaper goods. Let the ministers 
have the budgets they ask for. Let 
the banks ride on the speculative ride 
and exploit it - hopefully to their 
(and the Treasury's) advantage. 


IT WAS an experiment, and experi- 
ments can be tried in a new society. 
Israel has rime and time again be- 
haved crazily and got away with it. It 
has misbehaved to the point of incur- 
ring universal disapprobation and 
achieved striking successes all the 
same. Aridor followed that 
daredevil tradition. 

But he failed. He failed, and ought 
to admit it. He could have said this 
week that he did not think the situa- 
tion would get out of hand. When he 
saw that things were going wrong, he 
did try to influence the bankers. But, 
as the State Comptroller himself 
points out, he did not try hard 
enough. 


He was entitled to plead that he 
meant well. But he cannot be Simon 
Pure. He cannot wash his hands of 
responsibility for Israel’s biggest- 
ever financial crisis. He cannot pre- 
tend that he did what he was sup- 
posed to do and that, looking back 
on his policies, he finds no fault in 
them. 

They were faulty because they did 
not achieve their aim. He handed 
over to his successors a country with 
a worse rate of inflation and a bigger 
dollar deficit than it was suffering 
when he took office. He allowed the 
banking system to run wild. He 
saved it from perdition by saddling 
the public with a crippling debt. 

That is the truth, and he should- 
tell the public the truth. Otherwise 
be will lose the last shred of respect 
still accorded to him.

The au- 
thor of the lecture, and the first 
recipient of the Parkes Award, is 
Prof. Ron Nettler, a research fellow 
at the Hebrew University’s Hairy 
Truman Research Centre for the 
Advancement of Peace. 


False perspective

So now we know: what is generally 
known as the Arab-Israeli conflict is 
not one about territory: it would 
have been with us even had a Jewish 
state been established in Black Afri- 
ca, North America or Australia. Nor 
is it a question of refugees; even if 
not a single Arab bad fled his 
home following the establishment of 
the State of Israel, the Moslem con- 
cepts of jihad and "ultimate destiny" 
would have pursued us to the end of 
days. For the sad fact, according to 
Nettler, is that Moslem fun- 
damentalists - and "ultimately Islam 
in general - see Jews and Zionism as 
“the central reason for Islam's pre- 
sent state of crisis and loss of tradi- 
tional values..." 


I attended this lecture partly be- 
cause I had known James Parkes 
personally, conducted a brief corres- 
pondence with him back in the mid- 
Sixties, and had a few long discus- 
sions with him on subjects which 
exercised us both at the time. 
Among these subjects was the cen- 
tral one of anti-Semitism, on which 


Parkes was an • acknowledged au- 
thority. 

His book on the roots and history 
of anti- Jewish doctrines and prac- 
tices, Anti-Semitism, had then just 
appeared in London, and my in- 
terest in the subject stemmed from 
the fact that precisely in those years 
talk in Israel about “Arab anti- 
Semitism" was rampant, thanks 
largely to the work of Prof. 
Yeshoshafat Harkabi, whose efforts 
belie Nettler's contention that "Isla- 
mic anti-Semitism is a virtually 
ignored field of study" in Israel. 
Since then a great deal has been said 
on the subject, although Harkabi,’ 
who can justly be said to have been 
the pioneer in this field, now seems 
to have executed a veritable volte 
face. 

The title of Nettler's lecture was 
vague enough to raise one's curios- 
ity: "PastTriaJsaud Present Tribula- 
tions - Moslem Fundamentalist 
View of the Jews," It turned out to 
be a rather garbled exposition of 
some of the views of Sayyid Qutb. a 
Moslem fanatic who until his execu- 
tion in Cairo in September 1966 
acted as leader of the Moslem 
Brotherhood and was its most con- 
sistent and uncompromising spokes- 
man. 

In his various works on the state of 
Islam and Moslem, Qutb proclaimed 
the bankruptcy of modem civiliza- 
tion. The only feasible choice open 


to men today, he asserted, is the one 
between Islam and jahiliyya (the 
term used by Moslems to denote the 
paganism and ignorance of pre- 
Islamic times). For him, jahiliyya 
was the state in which the whole of 
human society of today lived, not 
excluding the communities that mas- 
querade as Moslem but which in fact 
consistently violate the shari'a (Mos- 
lem law). Nasser's Arab Socialism, 
along with the whole socio-political 
structure of contemporary Egypt, 
was un-Islamic and as such was to be 
rejected as a manifestation of jahi- 
liyya. Qutb also rejected Nasser’s 
pan-Arab ideology as un-Islamic, 
since Islam did not recognize ethnic- 
ity and regarded all Moslems as 
comprising a single nation (umma). 


NOWHERE in Qutb’s work is it 
argued that the Jews and Zionism 
were "the central reason for Islam's 
present state of crisis and loss of 
traditional values." Indeed, this is 
the exact opposite of Qutb's life-long 
contention - namely that it was 
Islam's loss of traditional values and 
the state of jahiliyya in which Mos- 
lems live today that were to blame 
for their loss of power and sovereign- 
ty and their continued failures, 
among which was the dominance of 
the infidel West and the shameful 
defeat they suffered at the hands of 
the Zionists and their Western sup- 
porters. 


Not content with thus standing 
Qutb’s view on its head. Nettler goes 
on in his lecture to make a number of 
false generalizations, both insiduous 
and harmful. Moslem anti- 
Semitism, he laments, is ignored 
"because Israeli Jews are afraid of 
confronting it and therefore possess 
a psychological block to the sub- 
ject." The reactions of friends and 
colleagues to his area of research, he 
claimed, was "usually to cast doubt 
and ask, ‘Isn't this just the way 
Arabs and Moslems talk as part of 
their political propaganda?"* 

Such reactions disturb Nettler be- 
cause - to quote the news release 
distributed to foreign correspon- 
dents by the Hebrew University's 
Press and Media Relations - "he 
believes that Moslem anti-Semitism 
is a fearsome threat to hope for 
Middle East peace and therefore 
should be considered a serious area 
of study warranting greater 
academic attention." 

In other words, the more seriously 
it is studied, analysed and made 
known to the public, the more "Mos- 
lem anti-Semitism" and Islam in 
general would be seen as the fear- 
some threat to peace fhey really are. 
And this, in the fullness of time, will 
lessen the threat and make peace 
with the surrounding Moslem world 
nearer at hand!

THAT THERE are people in Israel 
who dread the prospect of peace 
with the Arab world is not news.. 
That a good number of these men 
and women, especially the vocal 
ones , hail from countries of the West 
and know next to nothing about the 
part of the world in which Israel 
happens to be- situated is not surpris- 
ing either. And; of course, Nettler 
who, we are told by the Hebrew 
University's news release, received 
degrees from Roosevelt University in 
Chicago and McGill University in- 
Montreal, came to Israel 10 years 
ago and has taught at American 
Holy Names College in Jerusalem, is 
entitled to his own opinions. What I 
find both unforgivable and highly 
disturbing is that .James Parkes’s 
name had to be associated with this 
kind of special pleading, and also 
that the Hebrew University should 
implicitly condone it by bestowing 
the Parkes Award on a man who 
obviously has a huge axe to grind. 

As even a cursory knowledge of 
his work would show, Parkes viewed 
anti-Semitism as an exclusively 


Christian phenomenon and. as such, 
a predominantly Western one. On 
die subject of the respective atti- 
tudes to the Jews of Christianity and 
Islam, Parkes stressed the cultural as 
well as the theological -historical fac- 
tors involved. In addition, he wrote 
in Anti-Semitism, of the Western 
Christians* conviction dial the Jews 
were literally "the children and 
emissaries of the Devil." vo^ed on 
the destruction of Christianity; these 
also found the Jews guilty of the 
further crime of being “different," 
strange people with strange, incom- 
prehensible ways and customs. In 
contrast to ibis the culture of the 
Mediterranean world, which was 
rapidly adopted and assimilated by 
Islam, is an essentially cosmopolitan 
one, accustomed to accommodating 
a rich variety of people and ways of 
life; and the Jews, being part of that 
world anyway, presented nothing 
strange or foreign to its inhabitants. 

On the lot of Jews under Islam, 
Parkes wrote in A History of the 
Jewish People: "The later history of 
Jews under Moslem rulers is tragic, 
but not much more tragic than the 
history of Moslems themselves, who 
suffered deeply from the rejection Of 
the earlier symbiosis and the narrow- 
ness and fatalism of later intoler- 
ance. But Christianity and Judaism, 
so long as they adopted the tradition- 
al attitude of literalism to their Scrip- 
tures and tradition, could not but be 
intolerant of each other; and Jews 
escaped from this intolerance only 
when Christianity, as the basis of 
political society, was replaced by 
secularism or indifference, and when 
Christian scholarship in the 
nineteenth century became critical 
of the literal authenticity of its 
sources." 





T AM NOT suggesting that the au- 
thor of a lecture in memory of a 
revered scholar ought not to differ or 
even argue with the views or the 
conclusions expounded by thatscho- 
lar. What Nettler did, however, wps 
insiduously to use Parkes’s name to 
plead for a position that Parkes speat 
a great deal of time and effort (o 
refute. On the future of Arab-IsraeQ 
relations, for instance, Parkes was 
highly optimistic; and one reason f&r 
this optimism was what he saw as an 
affinity between Jews and Moslems 
and the role the Middle Eastern 
Jewish element within Israel, was 
destined to play in helping Israel 
integrate into the area in which it wjs 
destined to live. - 

What is one to say of the Hebrew 
University and its Centre for the 
Study of Anti-Semitism, which spon- 
sored the award and the lecture and 
this abuse of Parkes’s memory?
